How Florida perishables may best 


be handled while in transit 
to 
the 


markets is'going to be answered by 
experiments now in progress by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. 


A corps of experts and assistants re. 


cently arrived in South Florida 
and 


experiments 
with refrigerator 
car 


equipment will be kept up throughout 
the present shipping season. Sixteen 
brand new ventilator and refrigerator 
cars of the latest approved type have 
been sent here for the purpose of 
making comparisons. As far as may 
be practical, it is understood, the gov- 
ernment men will endeavor to secure 
two carloads of the same perishable 
commodity moving from 
the same 


point to the same northern nfarket on 
the same day. One carload will then 
be loaded into one of the 
new type 


cars, the other being loaded into cars 
ordinarily supplied Florida growers 
for* the movement of their 
products. 


The cars will then be started forward 
on the same train m company with a 
coach on which two of the govern- 
ment men will travel. Special ap- 
paratus will eijable the taking and re- 
cording of temperatures in various 
portions of each car once every hour 
until they arrive at their destination. 


This will be done continuously 


throughout the season and the statis- 
tics resulting from conparisons of the 
figures should afford a reliable index 
to the relative worth of the different 
types of equipment.

tended by some of the growers * that 
the equipment usually supplied for 


vegetables from Florida did not af- 
ford them sufficient proteetion when 


ery cold weather was encountered

ALL HIGH SCHOOLS IN COUNTY 


ORDERED TO CONTINUE LONG- 


ER IN 
SPRING TO MAKE UP 


TIME. 


At the regular meeting of the coun- 


ty board of public instruction, held 
in DeLand last week, County Super- 
intendent C. R. M. Sheppard submit- 
ted the following report: 


During November I visited 20 odd 


schools of the county, and herewith, 
-submit my report on same. 


Sufficient time was spent in each 


school to look into the general organi- 
zation, classification of pupils, gen- 
ral class work and the manner in. 
vhich the state course of study is 
being followed. I found a majority ot 
he schools doing good work. With 
ew exceptions all schools are follow- 
ng the course of study required, and 
hose failing were put on the right 
.rack. 


I found it absolutely necessary to 


reclassify very nearly all the pupils 
n the Gleneo school, as a result of 
mproper classification by last year's 
teacher at the close of the term. 
Pupils .were found in grades where 
:he work was too far advanced for 


:hem, 
and a few who were in grades 


below where they should be. It was 
also necessary for me to require a 
change in text books used in some 
schools to conform to the laws of the 
state and to provide pupils with mat- 
ter adapted to their special grades. 


I 
found 
it necessary 
to order a 


change in the opening hour Qf tha 
schools at McGlonn, Pierson, Barber- 
ville and Enterprise, the changes be- 
ng necessary to give pupils living 
a distance time to reach the school 
;n time for the morning opening, and 
:n each case where the change would 
cause a loss yt time to the pupil the 
day ends later in the afternoon. 


The Oak Hill school is crowded and 


is badly in need of more room and an 
additional teacher. 
The first three 


grades, taught by one teacher, have 
an enrollment. of 52, with almost 
jerfect attendance. 
The other two 


rooms are not particularly crowded 
with reference to the number of pu- 
pils enrolled, but the rooms occupied 
are very small, poorly lighted, heat- 
id and ventilated. These two rooms 
were originally one, having been cut 
nto two to make room for the third 
teacher last year. 
It seems to me 


that 20 feet could be added to the 
north wing of the building, thus pro- 
viding the fourth room, with reason- 
able cost to the board. 
I would, 


therefore, recommend that, if pos- 
sible, something be done to relieve 
the congested condition in this school. 


In the Ormond colored school I 


found two'teachers and four grades 
occupying the same room with only a. 
curtain partition. 
It is impossible for 


the teachers to do satisfactory work 
under 
these conditions. 
I would, 


therefore, recommend that the board

I respect- 
fully recommend that the attendance, 
officer be directed to make a personal 
visit, if necessary, to each of the com- 
munities mentioned with a view to in- 
vestigating reasons, and requiring all 
pupils not legally exempted to at- 
tend school regularly. 


I also wish to call your attention to 


the fact that the state high school 
regulations require 160 recitations of 
45 minutes each in each high school 
subject for a year's work, and unless 
some plan is adopted to make up at 
least a portion of the time lost by our 
high schools on account of influenza, 
our students will come out at the end 
of the eight months' school term short 
from 14 to 21 of the required number 
of periods. This w^ould result in tha 
irregularity of every pupil in our high.

ence that was so disastrous this fall, 
educating the public thoroughly re- 
garding the symptoms and the proper 
care at the beginning of an attack, in 
addition to this, the American Eed 
Cross is fighting tuberculosis. The re- 
cent appropriation to the National Tu- 
berculosis Association will be used for 
educational as well as relief work 
throughout the country.- 


So much has been said about the 


aftermath of the epidemic that espe- 
cial attention is being given to the 
work along this line. 
The weakness 


which follows influenza leaves the pa- 
tient in a condition which makes him 
a good field for the germs of tubercu- 
losis. 
A thorough physical examina- 


tion, proper food and clothing, the ui 
of mild preventives, will check tl 
progress of the disease at once. 


Tuberculosis, or consumption, as 


is frequently called, is both prevent 
ble and curable, provided the trea 
ruent of the disease is begun before 
is too far advanced.

LEE WHEELER PITZER 


Bora January 1, 1900 
Died December 5, 1818 


In the fleatli of Lee Pitzer at 
Ak- 


ron, Ohio, last Thursday, New Smyr- 
na gave her first young man in the', 
service of the United States. He was j 


member of the 
Students Army 


Training Corps at Akron university 
and the announcement of his death 
came as a sad shock to his many 
'riends here. 


The body was brought home, ar- 


riving here Sunday night, and the 
funeral services were held Monday 
ifternoon. 


Death was caused by pneumonia, 


following an attack of influenza. 


He was the son of Mrs. Cora Pitzer 


and was born in New Smyrna Jan- 
uary 1. 1900, being nearly 19 years of 
ageiat the time of bis death. Hav- 
ing spent all of his life here he was 
well known and well liked. He at- 
tended the New Smyrna public school 
and was a member of the graduating 
class of the high school last June. 


After the close of school, in com- 


pany with his brother, George, he 
went to Akron, Ohio, where he was 
employed during'the summer and was 
inducted into the military service of 
the United States under the pro- 
visions of the latest draft law, and as- 
signed to Akron university as a mem- 
ber of the S. A. T. C. Reports to his 
mother here stated that he was much 
in-love with the work he was doing 
at the university and he was apply- 
ing himself studiously to make the 
most possible out of his opportuni- 
ties. 
He had been 
advanced 
to 


corporal in the S. A. T. C. He knew 
the time was approaching when the 
S. A. T. C. would be demobilized and 
had written his mother he would 
come home and then decide about his 
future plans for an education. 


The attack of influenza and pneu- 


monia resulted from a cold contract- 
ed about Thanksgiving time. 
When 


his condition became alarming his 
brother, George, who was in Cleve- 
land, O., was summoned to his bed- 
side and was with him when the end 
came. His mother was also summon- 


ed from here and arrived at his bed- 
side but a few minutes after he had 
passed away. 
.The body was accompanied home 
by his mother, his brother and 
wife 


and Sergt. Stemple from the S.- A. 
T. C. 


On arrival here the body was met 


by a squad of members of the local 
home guard company, who remained 
with the body until it was laid to rest. 


The funeral services were held in 


the Trinity 
Methodist church, of 


which the deceased was a member, 
and the funeral was one of the larg- 
est ever held in New Smyrna. The 
local home guard company formed 
an escort and the pallbearers were 
members of the home guards in uni- 
form. 
The church was draped with 


American flags and the casket was al- 
so covered with the flag. The fun- 
eral 
services were 
conducted by 


Revs. T. L. Klutz, R. A. George and 
B. F. Green. 


Interment was made in Hawks 


Park cemetery. At the grave a fir- 
ing squad fired three volleys over the 
grave and the company bugler sound- 
ed taps at the close of the service.

DATA FURNISHED 
BY 
FLORIDA 


CITRUS EXCHANGE BRINGS EX- 


PERIMENTS BY THE FEDERAL 


GOVERNMENT 


How Florida perishables may best 


be handled while in transit 
to 
the 


markets is'going to be answered by 
experiments now in progress by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. 


A corps of experts and assistants re. 


cently arrived in South Florida and 
experiments with refrigerator car 
equipment will be kept up throughout 
the present shipping season. Sixteen 
brand new ventilator and refrigerator 
cars of the latest approved type have 
been sent here for the purpose of 
making comparisons. As far as may 
be practical, it is understood, the gov- 
ernment men will endeavor to secure 
two carloads of the same perishable 
commodity moving from 
the same 


point to the same northern nfarket on 
the same day. One carload will then 
be loaded into one of the new type 
cars, the other being loaded into cars 
ordinarily supplied Florida growers 
for* the movement of their products. 
The cars will then be started forward 
on the same train in company with a 
coach on which two of the govern- 
ment men will travel. Special ap- 
paratus will eijable the taking and re- 
cording of temperatures in various 
portions of each car once every hour 
until they arrive at their destination. 


This will be done conHnuousIy 


throughout the season and the statis- 
tics resulting from conparisons of the 
figures should afford a reliable index 
to the relative worth of the diiferent 
types of equipment. 


For a long time it has been con- 


tended by some of the growers * that 
the equipment usually supplied for 
:he movement of citrus fruits and 
vegetables from Florida did not af- 
:ord them sufficient proteetion when 
very cold weather was encountered 
upon the trip northward. They have 
nsisted that 
failure 
in many in- 


stances of Florida fruit to arrive in 
the markets in good condition was 
not the fault of the grower or shipper, 
nit was wholly due to certain inade- 
quacies in the cars provided for its 
loading. 


The Florida Citrus Exchange, to- 


gether with other organizations, has 
made an effort to get at the bottom 
of the trouble. The governmental in- 
restigation is the result, and the data 
obtained from the experiments this 
season, should be most valuable to 
the growers of the state.

ALL HIGH SCHOOLS IN COUNTY 


ORDERED TO CONTINUE LONG- 


ER IN 
SPRING 
TO MAKE UP 


TIME. 


At the regular meeting of the coun- 


ty board of public instruction, held 
in DeLand last week, County Super- 
intendent C. R. M. Sheppard submit- 
ted the following report: 


During November I visited 20 odd 


schools of the county, and herewith, 
-submit my report on same. 


Sufficient time was spent in each 


school to look into the general organi- 
zation, classification of pupils, gen- 
eral class work and the manner in. 
which the state course of study is 
being followed. I found a majority ot 
the schools doing good work. With 
few exceptions all schools are follow- 
ing the course of study required, and 
those failing were put on the right 
track. 


I found it absolutely necessary to 


reclassify very nearly all the pupils 
in the Gleneo school, as a result of 
improper classification by last year's 
teacher at the close of the term. 
Pupils .were found in grades where 
the work was too far advanced for 
them, and a few who were in grades 
below where they should be. It was 
also necessary for me to require a 
change in text books used in some 
schools to conform to the laws of the 
state and to provide pupils with mat- 
ter adapted to their special grades, 
i I found 
it necessary 
to order a 


change in the opening hour Qf the 
schools at McGlonn, Pierson, Barber- 
ville and Enterprise, the changes be- 
ing necessary to give pupils living 
a distance time to reach the school 
in time for the morning opening, and 
in each case where the change would 
cause a loss pf time to the pupil the 
day ends later in the afternoon. 


The Oak Hill school is crowded and 


is badly in need of more room and an 
additional teacher. 
The first three 


p-ades, taught by one teacher, have 
an enrollment. of 52, with almost 
jerfect attendance. 
The other two 


rooms are not particularly crowded 


ith reference to the number of pu- 


pils enrolled, but the rooms occupied 
are very small, poorly lighted, heat- 
ed and ventilated. These two rooms 
vere originally one, having been cut 
nto two to make room for the third 
.eacher last year. 
It seems to me 


:hat 20 feet could be added to the 
north wing of the building, thus pro- 
viding the fourth room, with reason- 
able cost to the board. 
I would, 


therefore, recommend that, if pos- 
sible, something be done to relieve 
:he congested condition in this school. 


In the Ormond colored school I 


found two' teachers and four grades 
ccupying the same room with only a. 
urtain partition. It is impossible for 
the teachers to do satisfactory work 
under 
these conditions. 
I would, 


therefore, recommend that the board 
take direct action, or ask the trustees 


take some action to put a partition 
this room, which will cost com- 


paratively little. 


Pursuant to your instructions, 
I 


lave visited the Glenwood school in 
company with the attendance officer, 
and am pleased to report that the pu- 
pils at Bonds Mill have returned to 
school and that I found it possible to 
lontinue the same. 
The 
distance 


from Bonds Mill to DeLeon being 
more than to Glenwood, the attend- 
ance officer found it more desirablo 
to require these children to attend 
the Glenwood school. 


I beg to call your attention to the 


very poor attendance 
upon some 


colored schools. The daily attendance 
in a majority of the white schools was 
normal, except Glenwood, cause for 
which has been removed. In view of 
the poor attendance shown. I respect- 
fully recommend that the attendance- 
officer be directed to make a personal 
visit, if necessary, to each of the com- 
munities mentioned with a view to in- 
vestigating reasons, and requiring all 
pupils not legally exempted to at- 
tend school regularly. 


I also wish to call your attention to 


the fact that the state high school^

RED GROSS FIGHTS 
DEADLY EPIDEMIC 


Besides the special work conducted 


by hundreds of Red Cross Chapters 
throughout the country in checking 
the recent epidemic of Spanish Influ- 
enza, the organization . through Its 
headquarters at Washington is prepar- 
ing to fight a repetition of the experi- 
ence that was so disastrous this fall, 
educating the public thoroughly re- 
garding the symptoms and the proper 
care at the beginning of an attack. In 
addition to this, the American Bed 
Cross is fighting tuberculosis. The re- 
cent appropriation to the National Tu- 
berculosis Association will be used for 
educational as well as relief work 
throughout the country.- 


So much has Deen said about the 


aftermath of the epidemic that espe- 
cial attention is being given to the 
work along this line. The weakness 
which follows influenza leaves the pa- 
tient in a condition which makes him 
a good field for the germs of tubercu- 
losis. 
A thorough physical examina- 


tion, proper food and clothing, the vise 
of mild preventives, will check the 
progress of the disease at once. 


Tuberculosis, or consumption, as it 


is frequently called, is both preventa- 
ble and curable, provided the treat- 
ment of the disease is begun before it 
is too far advanced. Medicine plays a 
comparatively small part. 
The fre- 


quently 
advertised 
"consumption 


cures" should be looked upon as poi- 
son. The only medicine which should 
be taken is a good tonic which will 
stimulate the appetite and build up 
the system generally. The main cure 
lies in proper food, sufficient rest, 
fresh air and sunlight and living, if 
possible, according to the plan pre- 
scribed by a good physician. This re- 
news the patient's vitality and soon 
kills the disease entirely. 


For several years the National Tu- 


berculosis Association has been financ- 
ing Its woik by the sale of Red Cross 
seals at Christmas time. The seals 
sold for a penny each and by making 
a concerted effort enough money was 
usually raised to carry the work 
through the year. This year there will 
be no seals sold because the American 
Bed Cross has made an appropriation 
for the anti-tuberculosis work, and 
those who formerly spent their time 
selling seals will join in the work for 
the Red Cross Christmas Roll Call 
during the week of December 16 to 23.
